IN CROWDED TENEMENTS. 


MORE THAN A MILLION PEOPLE LIVE 


IN THEM IN NEW YORK. 


The nifl'ereiice Between Aputonent Flats 


and Tenement HOUHOB- Somo of the Lat- 
ter That Swarm with Occupants—Pacts 
Known Only to tbe Initiated. 


Hrw does a tenement house differ from 


tli« fiat or apartment house! It does not 
differ at all, except that the buildings digni- 
lied by the name of "flats" and "apartments'1 
nre a better class of buildings and are occu- 
pied by a better class of people. Strictly 
sjxiaking, a tenement house is oue that is 
txicupied by more than one family, so that 
nil tho handsome flat buildings may be 
classed under this one term with all the ten- 
onient houses in the city. 


This is Boeakinz leeallv: but. of course, 
every ono knows that as to details there fe-c 
wide difference between the ordinary tene- 
ment house and a first class flat house. In 
the latter every attention is paid to insure to 
each tenant privacy, comfort and elegance, 
while in the former but little attention is 
paid to these things, comparatively speaking; 
and for obvious reasons. 
Luxury cannot be 


hod for the rent that is paid by tho occu- 
pants of these tenement bouses, and they aro 
of a class who neither know of nor want the 
elegancies of life. 


STARTLING riOURES. 


A census was taken by the police of New 


York of nil the persons living in tenement 
houses; that is, in what are generally called 
tenement bouses, and not the flats occupied 
by the better class of people. In these tene- 
ment houses, then, of which there are 35,390, 
the population is over 1,000,000, comprising 
264,072 families. Many of these houses ore 
what aro called "double deckers," which have 
a hall in the center and four flats on -each 
floor, and are from four to six stories in 
height. 


The flats average about four rooms each, 


and the rents are from $12 to $36 a month. 
In these houses the plumbing is excellent, 
owing to tbe inspection by the health ofljcers, 
and in many instances it is said to be better 
than tbe plumbing in a large number of pri- 
vate houses that do not come within the 
jurisdiction of the health board. And it is 
said that the death rate is higher in private 
bouses than in the tenement houses, in spite 
of the overcrowding. 


But these are not the worst kind of tene- 


ment houses; they are the best. The build- 
ings not originally intended for tenements, 
but altered over for tho habitation of fami- 
lies, are apt to be dark, unhealthy and un- 
comfortable. Tho most densely populated 
tenement district is south of Tompkins square 
and east of Second aveauc, and down in Hes- 
ter, Ladlow, Bayard and Essex streets and in 
the neighborhood of Baxter street. But none 
of these tenement houses are so large as some 
of the big apartment houses uptown. 
Thfe 


liiKgfst tenement, fcnoivn as "the big flat," 
mil running from Elizabeth to Mott street, 
was probably the largest tenement house in 
the city 


In it woro gathered people of all nationali- 


ties and religions, aud of no religion and no 


• norals 
Hut this building was taken down, 


mil now n bi;r nn'iufarturing establishment 
nils Us nliieo. Ul ten under oao number are 
included four or five houses, in an alleyway, 
of four or five stories, each story containing 
four flats, and into ono of these small flaii 
besides the family, will be crowded several 
boarders, whose small sum for board or lodg- 
ing, or both, helps defray the expenses of the 
rent. 


"DONOVAN'S LAKE." 


Such a community is at No. 14 Baxter 


street. Entering at this number, a passage 
led to tho three houses in tho rear, and be- 
yond them into Pearl street. This was for- 
merly called "Donovan's lane," and was a 
favorite thoroughfare for thieves and worse 
characters, who ran through here to escape 
the police. It was the board of health that 
suggested the building of a high brick wall at 
the houses in the rear of No. 14, to close up 
this thoroughfare, and it was done. But an 
excellent representation of the spot was given 
in "Pique," that was played some years ago. 
In one scene Fanny Davenport is out in a 
snow storm and sinks down at the corner of 
one of these rear buildings. There were, 
probably, only a few who saw that play who 
know that the scenery was an exact copy of 
a portion of a Baxter mm, ton«mont house 
No. 14 now includes fivo houses, the house on 
the street being tho largest or «»»«. y jg 
flvefitoritw nigh, about 25 feet front and 75 
deep, and is occupied chiefly by Italians. In 
these flve houses dwell 348 persons over 5 
yearsof age and thirty-three under 5 years, 
making a total of 279, and only four deaths 
have occurred here during the past year. 


Nos. 83,35 aud 37 Baxter street are the 


average tenement house, and were built 
by Buildensiek, but it was not until after he 
sold them that tha plumbing was found de- 
fective and the walls were condemned. The 
board of health took them in hand, and now 
they are ax healthy as the other houses and 
quite as full 
Four stories high, with four 


Bats on each floor, they accommodate six- 
teen families. 


These are very small figures compared to 


the big apartment houses. The large build- 
ing called the Dakota, that overlooks Cen- 
tral park, contains sixty-three apartments, 
which accommodate about nine hundred per- 
sons, and the house is full The eight Na- 
varro buildings, that contain from thirteen 
to sixteen apartments each, have accommo- 
dations for 185 families. The Hawthorne, 
with its eight stories, contains sixteen flats, 
and the Oshorne, eleven storijj high, contains 
nearly double that number. 
The Grenoble, 


seven stories in height, contains over twenty 
flats, and the Strathmore, with its nine 
stories, shelters eighteen families. 
Small 


towns In themselves, these big buildings 
might be called, but tenement houses they 
are. And scattered about tbe city are in- 
numerable small houses of flve or six stories, 
containing two flats on each floor, on a plan 
closely resembling the better class of tene- 
ment houses.—New York Star.

The very singular phenomenon familiarly 


known as the "rain of frogs" has been 
ridiculed and contradicted by some scientists, 
but thare is abundant proof that such occur- 
rences are by no manna rare. One of the 
earliest narratives of this kind is that com- 
municated to the French academy by Profes- 
sor Pontus la 1804, in which he gives an ac- 
count of a shower of frogs near Toulouse, 
and states that he hiinself saw numerous 
young frogs on the cloaks of two gentlemen 


When the diligence in which he was traveling 
arrived at the place where the storm burst, 
the roads and flelils were observed to be abso- 
lutely full of frogs. In some places they ap- 
peared to be throe or four deep, and the 
horses' hoofs killed thousands during the 
passage of the vehicle through the spot 


A SHOWER Of FROGS. 


An instance of a no less curious frog show- 


er in our own country ia related by a writer 
In The Overland Monthly, who says that In 
the year 1884 ha was with a number of other 
tourists traveling in Arizona at least twenty 
miles from any stream or pond. The day 
being exceedingly sultry, a halt was made 
for a rest of an hour or two, when suddenly 
a dense black cloud mode its appearance, 
which soon began to discharge a copiousrain. 
Nearly every person in the party wore a 
broad brimmed felt hat, which proved a 
great protection against tho rain, as they 
had already been against the sun. The at- 
tention of the travelers was soon arrested by 
a vigorous pelting of something which seemed 
like hailstones upon their sombreros, but 
which, greatly to their surprise, proved to be 
a spocies of diminutive frogs. In less thac 
two mmutos the grass was fairly alive with 
these little creatures. 


They were all of one size, about a quarter 


of an inch long, very lively, and apparently 
In tho best condition. Their fall hod evi- 
dently been broken by the elastic, springy 
nature of tho grass. AUuding to the theory 
advanced by some scientists, that in such ' 
cases the frogs must of necessity have arisen 
from the ground, the writer says: "It is not 
probable that several hundred thousand, per- 
haps millions, of frogs had suddenly been 
hatched into life by the rain, or, if they had, 
that, in their infantile gleo, they jumped J 
feot 11 inches from the earth to the top o( 
our heads mei ely to show bow tbo game of 
leap frog should lie played. They came from 
above, in company with the rain, and this 
fact was made clear by holding out the hand 
and seeing them fall upon it, as well as Hud 
ing them upon our hat rims." 


RAINING KlaU. 


To judge from a number of Instances re- 


lated in Chambers' "Book of Days,," it would 
seem that the cases of 8sh falls, in tho old 
country, at least, outnumber those of frogs 
to a considerable degree. On tho 14th of 
April, 1SJ8, Maj. Mackenzie, of Rosshire, 
while walking in a Eeld- on his farm, saw a 
great portion of the ground covered with 
herring fry threo to four inches in leugth', 
fresh and entire. The spot was olT of threo 
"miles from tho Firth of DiugwelL About two 
years later, in tho Island of Islay, in Argylu- 
shire, after a day of very heavy rain, tbe in- 
habitants were surprised to find a large num- 
ber of fresh herrings strewn over their fields. 
More recently a Wick newspaper stated that 
one morning a large quantity of tho saraa 
species of fish were found scattered in a gar- 
den in that town. These, it is stated, the 
peasants cooked and ate, though not without 
misgivings as to the possibility of some sa- 
tanic agency having been concerned in trans- 
ferring them to such a spot 


Ouo of tho most curious instances of this 


nature is related by an English officer, who, 
while residing m Calcutta, saw a quantity of 
live flsb descend In a heavy shower of rain. 
"The most strange thing that struck me in 
connection with this event," said the oflicer, 
"was that tho fish did not fall belter skelter, 
everywhere, or hero and theiiu, but in on 
even, straight line, not more than a cubit in 
breadth." Of all remarkable events of this 
character, however, the most sensational 
was the famous "Keu lucky meat shower" 
which mystified so many people some tweuty 
,jn.aiai.j»»»- Tbts- »a» or nrsc regarded by 
many as a hoax, but was found to be a veri- 
table occurrence., although hardly susceptible 
™ •*,.« 10,ro,uT,L,1y "•tfefactory explanation. 
This "flesh tall" took place on the farm of a 
Mr. Crouch, which was in a spot surrounded 
by high hills and mountains, hi Bath county 
Ky. This account, given by Mrs. Crouch, 
was substantially as follows: 


A KENTDCKT STOBV- 


"Between 11 and 12 o'clock I was in my 


yard, not more than forty steps from tho 
house. There was a light wind coining from 
the west, but the sky was clear and the sun 
was shining brightly. Without any prelude 
or warning of any kind, and exactly under 
these circumstances, the showor commenced. 
The fall was of not less than one nor more 
Hian two minutes' duration. When the flesh 
began to fall I saw a large piece strike the 
ground close by me, with a snapping like 
noise when it struck. I was impressed with 
the conviction that it was a miracle or a 
warning. The largest piece that 1 sow was 
as long as my hand and about half an inch 
wide. It looked gristly, as if it had been 
torn from the throat of some animal Another 
piece that 1 saw was half round in shape and 
about the size of a L-alf dollar." 


An old hunter, residing in tho neighbor- 


hood, ou being shown a piece of the flesh de- 
clared it to be bear meat, and stated that It 
had "that uncommonly greasy feel" peculiar 
to tho flesh of that animal. A butcher who 
was persuaded to taste the meat changed his 
mind about swallowing any of it, and de- 
clared that it tasted neither like flesh, nsb or 
fowl. It looked to him like mutton, but the 
smell was a new one. Some of the meat was 
quite dry, and there seemed to be a fine, wool 
like fiber running through it. A great deal 
of the flesh was sent to chemists and others in 
various parts of tho country, and analyses 
were made by several well known scientists. 
Professor J L. Smith was at first inclined to 
pronounce it the dried spawn of frogs, but as 
it was found under tho microscope to pos- 
sess undoubted characteristics peculiar to the 
flesh of animals, this theory was abandoned. 
Perhaps the most reasonable explanation is 
that of Professor Pater, of Lexington, Ky., 
who believed the fail of flesh to be simply the 
result of a land of post-prandial disgorging 
by a (lock of buzzards who bod been toasting 
themselves more abundantly than wisely on 
the carcass of a sheep This is the simplest, 
and, perhaps, after all, the most satisfactory 
explanation that con be given of the supposed 
mfiwla. 


Of shouersof insects there are a few in- 


stamvs on record, and it Is undoubtedly true 
that the so called colored rain and snow 
storms.ure in many coses caused by minute 
insects and shells of infusoria carried into the 
atmosphere by the winds.— St. Louis Globe-

THE DEATH OF JOHN ADAMS. 


He Fosses Away July 4 Listening to the 


Sounds of Rcjolclnj.'. 


After a long and brilliant career John 


Adams retired to his home in (Juincy, Mass., 
intending to complete a history of his times 
before his death. He was then nearly 70 
years old, and did not hope to live many 
years. Indeed, ho predicted that his vanity 
and bad temper would throw him into a flt 
of apoploxy from which he expected never 
to recover, and it is a wonder he did.not, for 
his florid, corpulent frame was little calcu- 
lated to resist such an attack. Yet he lived 
nearly another quarter of a century, dying 
in his 93d year, on tho Fourth of July, 1820, 
the fiftieth anniversary of American inde- 
pendence. The animosities of bis public lifo 
were forgotten, aud nothing is mare beauti- 
ful than the friendship, embittered by many 
years of political opposition, that was re- 
vived between John Adams and Thomas Jef- 
ferson ui old age. 


A« thn Fourth of July >DDroached the 
whole notion prepared to celebrate the event, 
and invitations poured in on tho two ex-presi- 
dents who had borno so conspicuous a part in 
the establishment of independence to grace 
this occasion with their presence. But It bo- 
came manifest before the day arrived that 
John Adams would not even be able to attend 
the celebration in Quincy. He was failing 
gradually in body, but he was alivo to all 
that passed about him. June SO a delegation 
was seut to ask him for a toast to be proposed 
in his name. 


"Independence forever I" bo replied. 
"Nothing elfor" In astonishment from those 


who remembered his old time florid style of 
oratory. 


"Not another word. Would you eild re- 


fined gold!" 


The same day he said: "I desire no other 


Inscription over my gravestone than this: 
'Here lies John Adams, who took upon bim- 
Klf the responsibility of the peace with 
France in the year 1800.'" 


The morning of July 4 ho lay listening to 


all the sounds of rejoicing, with his imme- 
diate family about him. About 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon ho took leave of them and, 
saying "Jefferson still survives," expired. 
Jefferson hod died three hours befoYe at 
Monticello. 
The news of John Adams' 


death reached his fellow townsmen as they 
were leaving the hall after tho celebration. 
They immediately stopped their rejoicing, 
and forming a procession, marched with 
muffled drumbeats past the house where ho 
lay.—Chicago Tribune.

Tho Largest Fleet. 


England, and Germany are great 


friends just now. In order to convince 
Emperor William what a desirable thing 
her friendship waa, England showed 
him a fleet of war ships making a line 
five miles long. But this was not all the 
English navy by any means. It was 
only tho vessels in European waters. 
Other squadrons—the Pacific, Asiatic 
and others—wore not represented at all. 


Tho vessels at the Spithead review, 


which are now practicing their annual 
evolutions and maneuvering, number 
113. They constitute tho most powerful 
fleet ever brought together in one place. 
There were twenty more vessels than 
assembled last year. 


Tho 1 irgest vessel at Spithead was the 


buge ironclad Inflexible, a vessel of 11,- 
880 tons, carrying 480 ton guns. This is 
tho heaviest ship in tho British navy. 
Her armor on tho water line is two feet 
thick. 


From tho heavy ironclads the ships 


ranged all the way down through cruis- 
ers and coast defense ships to gun boats 
and torpedo boats. Tho vessels that in- 
terest Americans most in this fleet were, 
however, a number of new, swift, unar- 
tnoretl c misers. They are of nearly 3,000 
tons displacement and can travel from 
nineteen to twenty knots an hour, 


Tho force to man this fleet of 113 ves- 


sels numbers 31,000 men. Yet such is 
the improvement in naval warfare that 
these count for as many as 80,000 would 
have done in tho days when Lord Nel- 
son won his famous victory. A broad- 
side from a large ship then consumed 


5 pounds of powder. Now it burns 


8,000 pounds.

Union Soldiers1 Pensions. 


Mr. George L. Kilmer gives in The 


Century a summing up of facts in regard 
to army pensioners. In 1888 836,835 sol- 
diers received pensions. Of these, 217,- 
680 received from §8 down to $1 per 
month. If an enlisted man is incapaci- 
tated for general labor by reason of war 
service, $8 a month ia allowed to him. 
The sum was fixed in 1818, when the 
cost of living was so much less than it U 
bow that it waa deemed a man might 
live comfortably on this sum. 


There are 82,007 pensioners who re- 


ceive {2 a month or leas. Only 64,403 of 
the whole217,580 receive over $6a month. 
The sum annually paid for pensions of 
$8 a month and under amounts to $13,- 
888,609. Among those receiving pensions 
abeve this sum are included invalids and 
disabled officers. 


Pensions paid out now, of all classes, 


for three wars, amount annually to $56,- 
797,228.83. During the lost war there 
were 8,000,000 cases of wounds and dis- 
ease. Apart from those who were dead 
upon the field, 200,000 Union soldiers 
died of wounds and disease. 


It isestimated that there are now 1,850,- 


900 Union soldiers alive, of all ranks, of 


t ie overage age oif 50" years. At the'lost 
I itional encampment of the G. A. R. 
wo committee on pensions passed a rcso- 
li tion recommending congress to enact 
a law giving to every surviving Union 
s Idler a pension of $S a month, with an 
additional ono cent a mouth for each 
Jay's service beyond 800. This, if it be- 
<amo law, would increase the annual 
pension outlay to over $150,000,000.

W«M Mammoth* Once Food for Men? 
*t a recent mooting of the Scientific society 


of Copenhagen Professor Bteonstrup gave an 
Account of the result of his examination of 
tho great mammoth deposit at Predinost, in 
Moravia. Dr.Wankel and Professor Maschl.', 
who have devoted much attention to the sub- 
ject, aro of opinion that tho mammoths 
whoso remains are found in this district we: n 
-killed by man, and that their bodies wcr» 
dragged Ihlthor to bo eaten.

Hteenctrup, on the contrary, holds that tlio 
mammoths themselves sougjjt the locality 
and that they must have died from want of 
water, »r from some other cause with which 
man had nothing to do. The splits In ti.» 
remain* are duo, ho thinks, to the action of 
water and sand, and afford no support to th? 
notion that tho knuckles were cleft for tl;» 
wke of U» marrow. It Is certain that son:" 
of fee bonos have been exposed to tho actioa 
of fire, but Professor Steenstrup maintains 
that the traces of are may bo duo to the fact 
that flre* were at one time lighted npon them. 
(>n some of tbem decorative lines have been 
scratched, but these may have been made 
long after the mammoth was extinct in Mo- 
ravia.—Nature. 


Colored Snow Storms. 


Colored snow storms were recorded as long 


ago as the Sixth century, and a shower of red 
ball is said by Humboldt to have once oc- 
curred In Palermo. In Tuscany, on March 
U, 1813, there fell hail of an orange color. 
In 1808 red snow fell to a depth of over five 
feet in Carniola, Germany. Tho storm of 
colored mow was followed by one of tho reg- 
ulation color, and the effect produced by the 
•operate layers of red and white, which were, 
iwrfectly distinct, was very peculiar. A por " 
tton of the scarlet snow was melted in a ves- 
sel and the water evaporated, when a fine, 
rose colored, earthy sediment was found at 
tin bottom. Snow of a brick red hue fell in 
I taly hi 1816 and in the Tyrol in 1847. In tho 
first volume of Eaao's "Arctic Exploration" 
It is stated that when tho ship passed the 
"Crimson Cliffs of Sir John Rcfcs" tho patches 
of red snow from which they derive their 
name oonld bo seen at a distance of fully ten 
mile*,—Xxchactge.

H* that Is frightened may put his hand into 
the wrong glove, but eithcyhoo will equally 
admit either foot. Tho author seems to be 
disturbed by the disorder which bo describes." 
It la a well established fact that shoe* were 
worn ••rights and lefts" three hundred years, 
at least, before Shakespeare's time, but the 
custom bad fallen somewhat into disuse, and 
hence the lexicographer erred in his criti- 
cism.—Shoo and Leather Reporter. 


A Theory on Animal Showers. 


There is one case, related In the "Book of 


Days," of a colony of rats, while migrating 
In vast numbers from the high to tho low 
countries of Norway having been overtaken 
by a whirlwind, in which .they were caught 
up and carried to a neighboring valley, when 
the astonished and perhaps terrified Inhabit- 
nnta were treated to a veritable rat shower. 
It has been suggested that the frogs which 
have fallen In this manner may have been 
roally batoned in the air—the eggs hav- 
ing been drawn up Into the atmosphere by 
the action of a waterspout and held in sus- 
pension with aqueous particles long enough 
to hatch them out anJ'give them perfect 
form, afterward returning to the earth with 
tlit rain drops in accordance with the law ol 
attraction of gravitation. It Is, at all events, 
quite certain that other things besides vapor 
are oftentimes translated from earth to at- 
mcwphere by certain well known and accred- 
ited developments of natural laws.

caring instinct (par parenthesis, bobtails are 
elegant watchdogs), but fixed as these traits 
are, it is simply absurd to claim that they 
are inevitable attendants on the breeds; that 
is, that we can keep on breeding mastiffs in 
crowded kennels like so many black Essex 
pigs, and with as much attention to their 
mental and moral development as is given to 
a coop of Plymouth Rock fowls, and still re- 
tain their discriminating wisdom. To do this 
their owner must mako them part of his fam- 
ily, port of his dally life, let them lie by his 
fireside, accompany him in his walks abroad, 
and learn to associate themselves with him 
and bis. 


What is now on my mind is to impress on

other lower down. In the former only those 
aro supposed to dance who are in the prince's 
sot, or who claim his acquaintance. Before 
each dance the royalties bold a family con- 
sultation to select their partners, and literally 
lay their heads together as they glance round 
the favored circle. When the choice has been 
made, the lord chamberlain comes down with 
a message to the honored guest; tho partners 
selected for the princesses come up and wait 
upon the floor till the royal ladies descend 
and accept their guidance. Tho princes step 
down and approach their partners, who await 
thoir coming near at hand. Royalties, how- 
ever, dance very much with each other. The 
square dances are much curtailed; in these 
the Princess of Wales never walks backward, 
but merely pauses until the tnusio sounds 
another advance. 
Round dances ha\e a 


charming effect. When the royal personages 
join in the volse all th* other airy whirling 
figures melt suddenly away, whde the princes 
and princesses circle round alone with their 
partners in tho cleared space. Should you 
know a royal personage it is necessary to be 
on the alert lest they should look your way, 
when the lady must at once bead the knee 
with a swift ducking gesture. A man merely 
bows. The effect of this ducking as a prince 
passes on reminds ono of a gust of wind 
bending a field of flowers.

All this time refreshments are served to 


guests in out of the way corners. But soon 
after 12 o'clock the doors of the great supper 
room are thrown open, and the Princess of 
Wales rises to bead a procession of royalties, 
which files down the ballroom between two 
lines of bowing guests. If you have been 
overlooked by royal eyes now in your oppor- 
tunity. Watch closely as they pass, and you 
may yet touch a royal hand Loyal souls 
accompany the princes and princesses Into 
supper, and stand at a respectful distance to 
see them eat. It is not etiquette to touch food 
until the greater personages are satisfied. 
These are very merry, particularly the Prince 
and Princess of Wales, who seem full of talk 
and airy jokes; with their children around 
them they give a pretty family feeling to 
the scene.
